Mature welfare of the ooniitry and State de- 
Jpend.

• Rwliling this folly, sonsiMe that upon the 
'intelligent," faithful action of the voters,as die- 
'playedin their votes, turned the destinies of 
'our beloved land, the framers of our Institu- 
'tlouB hare thrown around our elective fran- 
•oMie many great safeguards, and also made it 
a lifeguard to other and important interests. 


From such considerations,.we acknowledge 


'ounelvei in favor of requiring.by law that ov- 
ery elective vote, cast by a representative body 
should be viva vocc. - We think that; delegat- 
ed as thete representatives are, whether in 
General Assembly, Board of Aldermen, Com- 
mon Council or wherever they-hold office, to 
hold.important trusts, being ;in fapt'agente, 
taeis repreaentativeSj these.agonta,. should bo 
required to give, in lueh a public manner, an 
account of their stewardship. The caoo is.dif- 
ferent with; regard to the -primary electors. 
There, citizens are acting in their own right, 
and are responsible to no other men for their 
transactions. Of course- they should have the 
option of acting openly or privately. But all 
members of representative hodlea are aoiing in 
a secondary, representative character, are do- 
iig, or enppcied to he doing, whit their con 
stltuente elected them to do.'It is also bo 
came if they fall to do that for which they 
ware elected, the freemen may supersede them 
by others.who will more faithfully ropresen 
their constituent?, that wo contend that vote 
elective should be cast viva vooc. How olsc 
can the eleotcr'know whether his represents 
live, his agent, hai been true lo his trust, ha 


It is a- trite laying, " that all human beingi 


arc imperfect." It is so trite, aud readily ad 
mittod, that many political requirements ant 
acta, based upon this truth, have, in tho com 
mon estimation, lest their real foundation. 


Tho iramors of democratic institutions hav 


made use of the elective franchise as a power 
ful inoentive,'as a strong impelling motive t 
overcome the frailties of man. It is with thi 
view.that officers are required to submit to th 
ordeal of frequent re-election, the theory bi 
that a sense of responsibility will be brough" 
homo to the officer when he reflects, as he uec 
•iiarlly mult, upon those constantly occurring 
elections. Tho dejiga was, that a faithful of 
4cer, one who discharged hii duty according t 
law and hii beat ability, should bo approve 
by hii re-election, so often as he might desir 
it. Hence wo think that all executive, officer 
»Ao Anus bemfaithful in the discharge of th 
dutia of office, ihouUbe re-clecled so long n 
they may desire, provided they continue t 
discharge their duties with ability and fidellt' 
Any one looking about our community, or an 
other, will see the excellent effects of th; 
practice where it has been adopted. Wljor 
do we find the best public officers? No 
among thoie who aro being put into office am 
out of office by every changing breath, by ov 
ery election. It is among tho officers ith 
havi hold their offices for years, under all va 
rietlei of politics and administrations. Not t 
mention others, we have one admirable illus 
tration of the working of this principle, in th 
venerable- officer whoso firm, faithful discbarg 
of duty has been inch, an ornament to our oit 
lor 10 many years as Clerk, 


But the evils of tho opposite course'must b 


apparent upon a very little reflection. Fre 
qaent changes of executive officers give, as on 
rMult, a succession' of officers, who, as a. matte 
of necessity, lack acquaintance with the dutie 
of their various offices. This, a moment's con 
sideration must make apparent. Often it hap 
pens that the protection of property, of moral 
and of life demand instant, vigorous notion 
It li then no time to consult authorities, tc 
take the benefit of legal advice. Instead o 
study, wo need notion; instead of indeoiaion 
helitation, we want promptness, fiimncss 
But these evill tiro so potent that we piss on 
to others. 


The public executive officer is often callec 


upon by law and his solemn oath, to enforc 
statutes that will bring Leavy penalties upon 
hlf personal friends, or influential members o 
the community, upon sometimes whole olasse 
of the community. Human nature, wo all say 
li imperfect. Tho officer naturally reason* 
with bimtelt in thi, way: '• There aro many in 
tbil city (or town, as the case may be ) who 
profess to bo friends oflaw, and want it exo- 
cnted. BntiflcxtonU this law upon that 
oian, he will be mad, bis. friends will syinpa- 
thiie with him, and the result will bo, I «hall 
lose my office. Toere, behind me, arc my wife 
and children... They mnst.Iivq.J.and I mu.l 
procure for them the neccstaries^of life. It Is 
hard, but I have sworn to do my duty, and I 
will, if I do lose my office."
